The plan of The Art Student, as out- 
lined by the student editor, Miss Har- 
mon S. Bailey, includes not only a chron- 
icle of student actiyities, but also news 
of the alumni and articles by well- 
known men and women who have been 
students of the Art Institute and by 
others who haye a special interest in art 
and in the student.

art journal which will be of value to 
the general reader as well as to the stu- 
dent and alumnus.
